Public Demands It 


Newfoundland comes in for a sound 
tongue lashing on the subject of Corona- 
tion stamps in the current number of 
the Philatelic Journal of Great Britain 
in which Gerald W. Bentley keeps track 
of new and impending issues. Mr. 
Bentley received a letter from John 
Dickinson & Company, Ltd., London, re- 
vealing that firm as the printers of the 
eleven ‘after thought” Coronations for 
the oldest British colony in North 
America and he was so astonished that 
he had to express himself on the sub- 
ject of Newfoundland stamps in general 
and this fourteen-act program in particu- 
lar. 

“We thought that the whole business 
had an ancient and fish-like smell,” he 
writes, “but we came across a letter in 
‘Stamp Collecting’ which explains mat- 
ters. It is from their correspondent at 
St. Johns and is an extract from a 
statement made to the Rotary Club there 
by Mr. Frazer, secretary of posts and 
telegraphs to the Newfoundland gov- 
ernment. He says, ‘It would not have 
satisfied the public to have had the de- 
sign limited to the 2, 4 and 5 cents val- 
ues, and that with a design common to 
the crown colonies.’ 

“We have every sympathy with the 
distressed condition of Britain’s oldest 
colony, and we think it probable that the 
forthcoming issue will be absorbed as 
readily as the 125 stamps she has given 
us since Jan. 1, 1919. Haec tibi dona 
fero. There is nothing like living up to 
your motto. With our passion for ‘le 
mot juste’ we would have written ‘abom- 
ination’ where others write ‘denomina-

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A Spanish Oddity 


Diego Castell Fernandez little thought 
that he was making Spanish postal his- 
tory when Queen Isabella recognized his 
book on the country’s postal system as 
being of considerable value as a school 
text. Fernandez, printer and lithograph- 
er, had devoted twelve years to the com- 


pilation of his volume and, naturally, 


his greatest ambition was to place it be- 
fore the public. 


In October 1866 the queen issued a 
decree concerning the book and within 
six months the postmaster general had 
ordered copies distributed to the 24,313 
common schools in Spain. Further it was 
decided to grant the publisher the right 
to deliver the book by mail at no cost 
for a period of six months following Jan. 
1, 1869. And therein lies a story. 


Near the end of the pages in the 
Standard Catalogue that are devoted to 
Spanish emissions are two illustrations of 
what are known as franchise stamps. We 
are interested in type F1, an imperforate 
blue thing of unattractive appearance, 
which lists at $2 for an unused copy or 
$12.50 for one postally used. It is listed 
as of issue in 1869. 


That stamp was produced by the au 
thor of the postal directory in order to 
take advantage of the frank offered by 
the postmaster general. So it was and 
still is, for that matter, really a privately 
issued label recognized by the govern- 
ment for a limited use. Used copies 
are the desirable ones, naturally, and 
hence the greater value placed upon them 
by the catalogue publishers.

PAPUA 


By courtesy of the Australian Stamp 
Monthly, I have seen an advance copy 
of the 2d. denomination of the Papuan 
Coronation set. The design, which is 
the same for all values, bears a striking 
resemblance to the King Edward VIII 
stamps of Great Britain, and are of the 
same shape and size. The word “PAPUA” 
in white block letters appears at the top 
of the stamps, “Coronation of King 
George VI” in two lines, at the bottom 
and “postage” and the value are situated 
at both sides of the king’s neck.

The design of the Coronation set con- 
tains, besides the portraits of their ma- 
jesties, also the date 12th May, 1937, 
below the words “New Zealand” and 
the arms of the dominion are in the bot- 
tom center, with “Postage &” at left 
and “Revenue” at right. The _ initial 
printing consists of 60,000,000 for the 
1d., 2,000,000 for the 244d. and 3,000,000 
for the 6d. Quantities to be overprinted 
for Niue and Cook Islands are not known 
yet. The stamps will be placed on sale 
between the 12th and 15th of May, the 
exact date depending on the date of the 
public holidays to be held in connection 
with the Coronation. 

Pan American Airways, which have 
signed an agreement with the New Zeal- 
and government, hope to make the jour- 
ney from San Francisco to Auckland in 
three to four days. It will maintain a 
fortnightly schedule to begin with, later 
developing a weekly service. The regular 
service on this 4400 mile route will begin 
by Dec. 31. Thus another link is added 
to the chain of airways, spanning the 
world.

The Coronation set, fully described in 
my previous Notes, will be issued on 
June the first. 


NIUE 


The date of issue for the Niue Coro- 
nation set will be the same as that for 
New Zealand.

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English Postmarks 


The use of red ink in postmarking 
English penny blacks probably cost the 
government a pretty penny before it was 
discovered by authorities that the can- 
celing ink could be readily removed and 
the stamps used as postage a second 
time. It was almost a year before post- 
masters were ordered to substitute black 
for the red postmarks. 

The type of cancelation device gen 
erally used throughout the British Isles 
for obliteration of stamps was a Maltese 
Cross and postmasters were instructed to 
prepare the canceling ink from one pound 
of printer’s red ink; one pint of linseed 
oil, and a half pint of the droppings of 
sweet oil, all thoroughly mixed. Prepara- 
tion of the ink in so many different of- 
fices naturally resulted in shades which 
are of considerable interest today.

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The Wilson Stamp 


But for an executive order from the 
White House, Woodrow Wilson’s mem- 
ory might still be unhonored by a post- 
age stamp. President Coolidge, whe 
forced the postal recognition of the war- 
time president, has not yet received the 
honor which, it would seem, would be due 
to every man who has served his country 
as its chief executive. 

The death of President Wilson oc- 
curred while post offices throughout the 
country still had on hand stocks of the 
Harding memorial issue and the post of- 
fice department felt there should not be 
two such issues on sale at the same time. 
Requests for a Wilson stamp went un- 
heeded until President Coolidge forced 
the issue and the father of the League 
of Nations was given a place on a newly 
created denomination of the regular 1922 
series. At that time the 17-cent stamp 
came into use primarily for the prepay- 
ment of the fee on a registered letter. 


The model for the portrait was a pho- 
tograph selected by Mrs. Wilson and 
Norman Davis, president of the Woodrow 
Wilson Foundation. It was said to have 
been a favorite with the late president. 
J. Eissler and E. M. Hall of the bureau 
of engraving and printing were the en- 
gravers. C. A. Huston made the design. 


Through the years this stamp has 
been relatively scarce in the mails and 
is less commonly seen than any value 
below the $2 stamp. There are no varie- 
ties of importance.

I think this man is unduly alarmed 
over the world situation. He is located 
in an unfavorable market that is being 
influenced by governmental economic 
policies. The conditions surrounding his 
shop are so discouraging he is unable to 
see the rosier light a few miles away. 
Governmental restrictions on the move- 
ment of mony in several central Euro- 
pean countries cannot work to the ad- 
vantage of those types of business which 
are international in scope. Sooner or 
later these restrictions must be loosened. 
Postage stamp collecting, as one of the 
major hobbies of the world, will never 
again be permitted to wane so long as 
millions of dollars are tied up in the 
stocks of enterprising dealers. They will 
make a market, they will recruit two col- 
lectors for every one who falls by the 
wayside. Stamp dealing is big business. 

The situation in America is healthy. 
The hobby is reaching into new homes 
every day. Level-headed dealers are 
holding the market on an even keel. In 
the background we have a speculation 
fever but I cannot view this tendency 
with the same alarm as some contem- 
porary observers. I cannot condone this 
buying of sheets of United States stamps 
by every Tom, Dick and Harry and I 
believe the geat majority will be dis- 
appointed when they get ready to cash 
in on their “investment” but as for 
wrecking the financial structure of the 
hobby through unloading of these small 
individual hoardings—phooey! The men 
who have the real money tied up in 
holdings of that sort have too much at 
stake to take any chances on radical 
price upsets. 

It does seem that some prices of both 
United States and foreign stamps are too 
high but these already are being ad- 
justed quietly. Anyone who has sense 
enough to pound sand in a rat hole 
knows that the market narrows with 
every increase in stamp quotations and 
that it is mighty poor business to out- 
distance the general pocketbook. 

Keep your eye on the years 1940 and 
1941. The centenary of the first postage 
stamp is going to be so widely publicized 
that dealers will be unable to supply the 
demand for certain items and the re- 
cruits to philately will be innumerable.

book, “The Animals on Postage Stamps,” 
published and copyrighted by the Scott 
company, no less than six of these ad- 
hesives are illustrated as examples of an- 
imals on “postage stamps.” So the cat- 
alogue people both accept and reject. 

A collector who entertained a deep in- 
terest in stamp designs featuring rail- 
road equipment wrote Russian repre 
sentatives in New York for information 
relative to the passenger train pictured 
on the 1936 issue. He was told there 
were no railroads in that corner of the 
world and that no information was avail- 
able about the country itself. 

Now comes the Philatelic Magazine of 
London and attempts to pierce the veil. 
The magazine suggests, as does the firm 
of Gibbons, that the postmarks on Touva 
mail are applied in Moscow and that 
mail addressed to Tannou Touva is de- 
livered in Moscow. 

A letter from the philatelic bureau of 
the Universal Postal Union at Berne, 
Switzerland, is quoted: 

“In reply to your inquiry of March 
10, I have to inform you that no country 
of the name of ‘Tannou Touva’ is men- 
tioned in the list of countries compris 
ing the International Postal Union. On 
the other hand, it may be that a locality of 
this name, not provided with a post of- 
fice, exists in one or other of the coun- 
tries which are members of the Univer- 
sal Postal Union. 

“No post office of the name of Tannou 
Touva, in fact, appears in the dictionary 
of post offices of the world, which is now 
being printed in our office.” 

Several American firms have been 
pushing Tannou Touva stamps. In fair- 
ness to their own reputations as well as 
settling all doubts in the minds of col- 
lectors, they should offer a satisfactory 
explanation of where these adhesives are 
coming from and their true worth.

U-9 FAMILY 


A little chit-chat from the style chart. 
Now the U-9 illustrated in the chart is a 
blood brother of U-10 and U-11. They 
all practically came from the same case 
of type. U-9 has, as you must note, 
lower case letters in both the town and 
state name. There seems to be some 
first cousins to this style though. Take 
for instance Grand Forks, N. D., type 3, 
it’s right in this family with this arrange 
ment: The town name in caps and the 
state name of course with the first letter 
a cap but the balance in lower case. Then 
there is Fond du Lac, Wis., all caps but 
the “du.” Then in reverse to the Grand 
Forks we have Manitowoc, Wis., with 
lower case letters finishing the town 
name but the state name all in caps. 
Manitowoc is also spaced like U-11. That 
is the letters in the town name are 
spaced.

We understand that postmasters at the 
various colonies of the far-flung British 
empire have been instructed not to can- 
cel covers, such as first day or otherwise 
because of the trouble incurred. We saw 
one cover of the Jubilees recently that 
must have broken the camel’s back. It 
was sent to a postmaster in the British 
West Indies. It has a U. S. stamp on 
one side and on the inside several un- 
used Jubilees of that colony and a nota- 
tion on the envelope to turn the cover 
inside out cancel the Jubilees and mail 
back to the original sender. 


As the U. S. government has lost more 
than $500,000 during the first eleven 
months of the operation of the trans- 
Pacific mail, states the New York Sun 
in a despatch from its Washington cor- 
respondent, it looks very shaky for the 
continuance of this service as postal of-
